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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowed Claims 

1 . Claims 1-1 1 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The semiconductor device as recited in the claims of the instant invention fail to 
be taught by the prior art cited of interest. Kudo show debug device but fails to teach 
the specific characteristic of the structure recited in the claims of the instant invention: a 
semiconductor device having a CPU core, a first debug circuit section and a memory 
section integrated in a single semiconductor chip and a second semiconductor chip 
having a second debug circuit retained over the principal surface of the first 
semiconductor device. In Kudo's invention the memory section, core CPU and the 
debug circuit section are integrated in a single target board an not in a single 
semiconductor chip whereas the second debugger is located in an independent 
computer system.
